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Takuji Koshimizu *: Studies on the germination 
of seeds and the growth of seedlings of Callistemon 
rigidus R. Br. < 
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1. The fruit of Calliste.mon rigidus attaches on the stem of the mother plant 
during twenty or more years holding its seeds. 

2. The fruit and the seed require one or two years to mature, and during 
this period they continue their growth. 

3. The seeds of three years old are under the best condition to germinate. 
The seeds of seven years or more old gradually lose their germination power. 

4. The seedlings germinated from three or four years old seeds grow the 
most quickly, and the seedlings germinated from older or younger seeds 
than three years are slower in their growth. 
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
